The establishment of Ulster County’s 
Ileal l*ro[>erty 'Tax Service Agency and 
its “ in-house" tax mapping program 
could result iii one of the fiest invest 
ments the countv taxpayer ever made. 
VV e are talking about a projected sax 
mg of nearly a hall million dollars. 
lister (anility is one of only a few 
counties in the state doing its own tax 
mapping. 
Two others have followed 
Ulster s lead Two neighboring counties 
have let contracts to outside firms to do 
the tax mapping at high cost, and 
although they have completed their pro­ 
jects, the findings have not been ac­ 
cepted fly the state and therefore they 
are not eligible for reimbursement 
'The Ulster County Ileal Projierty Tax 
Service Agency was formed in 1970 after 
the New York State legislature passed 
the Assessment Improvement I .aw re­ 
quiring each county in New Vork State 
to establish such an agency, it giving 
new county ^sensibilities tor a more 
iin|K*rtant role in the administration of 
tin* real property tax. 
TAX MAPS REQUIRED 
In an effort to provide the necessary' 
assistance and to develop a more uni­ 
form and efficient real property tax 
■system, each county is now required bv 
law to: 
1. Prepare tax maps tor each city and 
town in the county and maintain them 
on a current basis. 
2. Provide advisory appraisals to each 
city and town in the county, upon 
request of each city or town. of mod­ 
erately complex properties. 
IL Advise local assessors on procedures 
tor the preparation and maintenance of 
assessment rolls, property record cards, 
appraisal cards and other records.

hoping to find a Pucci or a Dior 
original 
They often do, 
Ketchum 
being the home of Sun Valley 
— the thriving playground of 
the rich which was the nation's 
first ski resort 
That’s why the aptly named 
little thrift shop does the kind 
of business which enables it to 
lie the sole support of the new 
village library, a handsome 
stone, cedar and glass edifice 
whose architecture and con­ 
tents would make it the envy 
of cities a hundred times larger 
than 
Ketchum’s year round 
population of 2,(XX) 
The Union Pacific R ailroad 
built Sun Valley agd installed 
Kdward Seagle as chief engr 
neer. Twenty-two years ago 
Mrs. Seagle. Mrs. .John Moritz 
and 
Mrs. 
Gatzert 
Spiegel 
(that’s the Chicago catalog 
Spiegels) decided the town 
needed a library. 
“ We all liked to read and 
had to send away even to buy 
luniks," 
Mrs 
Spiegel 
said 


They got 17 women together, 
formed an association to build 
and maintain a free library, 
and each woman put in one 
dollar. 
The women decided a thrift 
shop would lie a gm»d money- 
raiser, so they rented an aban­ 
doned 
miner’s cabin down­ 
town for So a month and put 
their husbands to work, fixing 
it up and installing shelves. 
They had $24,(XX-) in two 
years from the thrift shop and 
from “ just going around and 
wringing money out of peo­ 
ple,” 
including 
Ernest 
and 
Mary Hemingway, who had 
not yet settled here fulltime 
Mrs. Hemingway remains a 
staunch supporter of the li­ 
brary and was out collecting 
tickets at the annual Com­ 
munity Library Association, 
Inc., tour of homes in July. 
A vacationing architect gave 
them plans for the first library, 
the Union Pacific gave the 
land, and "I think everyone in 
the community in the building 
trades gave time to work on 
this building," now home of 
the thrift shop, Mrs Spiegel 
said. 
The association knew a larg 


er building eventually would 
be needed and was salting 
away money for two decades. 
With money from the thrift 
shop and some hefty contribu­ 
tions in memory of former 
trustees, it was able to pay 
$350,579, in cash, for the new 
lib ra ry w hich opened in 
March 
It is a thing of beauty — 111 
feet wide and over IOO feet 
long, with wall-to-wall carpet­ 
ing, meeting rooms, special 
doors for the handicapped, 
hand-carved 
wooden 
signs, 
tens of thousands of books, 
and all the latest equipment. 
In the center is a huge two- 
•uded fireplace of high moun­ 
tain rock, surrounded by com­ 
fortable armchairs. 
There is a large children’s 
section where school children 
come every two weeks to learn 
how to use the library , or sign 
up on posters for summer read­ 
ing programs and paste on 
their own stars for books read. 
For children too young to 
read 
there 
is 
"The Magic 
Carpet," a circular rug on 
which sit chairs in animal 
shapes 
Children check out 
headsets at 
the desk. The 
carpet 
is wired as a radio 


transmitter and when they 
step on it. they begin to hear 
a story through the headsets. 
“ We try to teach all the time 
without being obvious," Mrs. 
Spiegel 
said, 
pointing 
out 
carved wooden blocks serving 
as 
book 
dividers 
in 
the 
children's section. The one in 
the books on American Indians 
says Indians 970, so children 
learn 970 is the Dewey decimal 
system code for that subject. 
All work in the library is 
done by three fulltime librar­ 
ians and by volunteers. 
“ In the first six months this 
year we had 5,(XX) volunteer 
hours between the library and 
the Gold Mine,” Mrs. Spiegel 
said "When you think what 
this means in terms of min­ 
imum wage you'll see what it 
means to the community. Oth­ 
erwise we couldn’t do it.’ 
The Gold Mine supports the 
library, provides good clothes 
and household items cheap to 
those whit need them, and 
serves as a conversation starter 
at parties. The rich as well as 
the poor now come to sample 
its wares, and it has become 
quite the thing to call across a 
crowded room, “ Oh, you have 
on mv dress!"

Q. I don't want my walls all 
papered in my bedroom al­ 
though I love wallpaper. I ve 
chosen a wallpaper pattern I 
like and it has fabric to match. 
What would be a good way of 
doing the room without paper­ 
ing the whole thing0 
A. I presume y ou are doing 
y our bedspread, drapes and 
may be a chair in the fabric 
y ou’ve chosen. You could do 
one wall with wallpaper or just 
do the ceiling or both. I saw a 
clever idea using frames, like 
the long ones used for door 
mirrors, to hold a strip of 
wallpaper and tack the frames 
to the walls. Be sure to tack 
them with even spaces be 
tween them and all at the 
same height, unless y our room 
can stand the busy ness of a 
staggered up and down pat­ 
tern.

Aa y o u pro ba bly kno w, the 
price of v eg eta ble seeds co n- 
cinuee to rise. Rut, there is a 
wa y to fig ht tha t infla tio na ry 
spira l, a s MOTHER rea der 
Richa rd P. King ex pla ins. 


I've found that by saving 
seeds from my own garden 
then planting them the follow­ 
ing y ear, I’ve been able to cut 
my annual seed bill in half. 
Before I get to the “ heres 
how" 
of 
preserving 
seeds, 
though. I’d like to offer a few 
observations that could save 
y ou a good deal of frustratia'n 
— The moat im portant thong 
to remember is that ’’hy bfrid" 
varieties do not alway s Veed 
true to ty pe Thus, the 'seeds 
from last y ear’s giant toniatoee 
may only produce scraggly 
plants this y ear. To avoid this 
problem, alway s start with 
standard vegetable varieties, 
or stick with hy brids y ou know 
will breed true 
— To m inim ize the possi­ 
bility of crows-pollmat ion of 
two flowering, vegetables of the 
same ty p^ /which can lead to 
seeds (.4 uncertain quality ), 
plant (inly one variety of vege­ 
t a l ^ at a time and locate y our 
pVot as far as possible from 


Sfour neighbor s patch 
— You should keep in mind 
that many common vegetables 
don’t form seed pods until the 
second y ear. Hence, if y ou live 
in an area known for cold 
winters, y ou may have to buy 
seeds for some crops 
When it come* time to select 
y our seeds, be sure y ou select 
those from the hardiest plants 
By doing this y ou enhance 


y our chances of success great­ 


ly - 
Pick fleshy vegetables (such 
as 
tomatoes, 
squash 
and 
melons) when they 're fully 
ripe, then sc*sip out the seeds 
and spread them to dry in a 
well-ven\ilated place 
Beans 
and p*as can be left on the 
vine Amtil their pods are dry , 
and com should be left on the 
9,*j*nk until the kernels dent 
! 
Other ty pes of seeds may be 
gathered when they 're fully 
j 
formed, hard and filled with 
"m eat." 
Be sure y ou label and store 
y our seeds as s on as possible 
Although y ou may think y ou’ll 
be able to recall the name of 
each kind of seed, it’s easy to 
get confused after almost a 


y ear's wait. 
The key to successful, long 
term seed storage is keeping 
y our cache cool and dry If y ou 
store y our seeds where the air 
is moist, they may sprout 
and/or become mildewed 
Some seeds keep much long 
er than others, and the accom­ 
pany ing chart may give y ou an 
idea of the minimum length of 
time properly stored seeds will 
remain viable 
H om egrow n seeds have 
many uses in addition to aerv 
mg as the source of nex t y ear's 
garden vegetables For ex am 
pie, pumpkin seeds are tasty 
and nutritious when roasted, 
and dried peas make good 
pigeon food Also, many seeds 
have attractive shapes and 
colors that make them fun 
to use for craft projects 
Why not try saving y our own 
seeds0

The weather’s getting ceiler, 
and all through the y ard 
People are bringing in their 
houseplants, no matter how 
hard. 
Don't procrastinate, 
Do it before the teni|>erature 
dips down, or sorry , 
You'll lie tex ) late.

Hut get them in lielore the 
nighttime

under 40 degrees which is

(lather them up and let

duce the harmful effects of the 
change from the high humidity 
of summer air to the low hu 
midity of artificially heated 
winter air. They usually suffer 
som e shock during th is 
transfer and develop some y el­ 
lowing or dropping of their 
leaves, but don't worry This is 
only a minor setback, although 
many will not be replaced un­ 
til after the turn of the y ear 
when new growth liegins 
But before y ou take them 
any where, line them up and 
look at them. Can y ou lielieve 
how 
lieautiful

they l« x tk after tieing outside 
all summer in the rain and 
fresh air? Enjoy it, because 
regardless of all the care y ou’ll 
lie giving them, y our plants 
will slow down 
Light is the 
main source of energy for de 
vehem ent, so plant growth 
practically stojis during the 
short day s of November and 
December. 
Now hx ik at them critically . 
Remove all dead blossom* 
and dried leaves, I/x ik under 
all the leaves for signs of 
aphids, mealy bugs or red 
spiders 
I/x ik underneath the jx <ts for 
slugs 
Check the surface of

soil 
to 
see 
if 
any 
earthworms have been using 
the plant this summer Ac tual 
ly , they ’re not really des!rue 
live, but they do leave holes in 
the soil as they burrow in and 
out and this causes the plant 
to dry out faster To get rid of 
them, water with one teas|x x m 
of dry mustard in a gallon of 
water When they come to the 
surface, pick them up and 
leave them outside 
Hut to lie really on the safe 
side, get an all purpose msec 
node containing malathion, 
dilute it with water and spray 
y our entire collection If y ou're 
spray ing inside the house tor 
any reason, try to find a spray 
that contains rotenone and 
p y reth rin* 
It s som ewhat 


safer. 
The nex t day , pull out y our 
garden hose, adjust the pres 
sure and sjiray the leave* of 
the plants Are the pots dirty ? 
This is a g« x » d time to wash 
them Take a stiff brush and 
scrub 
the 
clay 
pots.

plastic ones are cleaned by 
wiping them with a cloth and 
mild soap suds. 
If any of y our plants are still 
vigorously growing, it help* to 
remove some of the top

With a few tools and a little 
ingenuity y ou can create a 
backy ard play ground for y our 
kids in which they will find 
great enjoy ment. And y ou can 
do this for much less than y ou 
pay for ready -made equip­ 
ment. 
It is easy to make concrete 
cy linders of vary ing heights 
and diameters that y our chil­ 
dren can sit on and climb on 
(Fig. A). The only materials 
y ou need to make these are 
sonotubes 
of 
several 
size*. 
some ready -mix cement and a 
few lengths of '(-inch pipe. 
Sonotubes are hollow cy lin­ 
der* made of compressed and 
treated paper. They are very 
strong. Contractor* use them 
to form concrete columna on 
construction project*, lf y ou 
call a general contractor near 
y ou he should lie able to tell 
y ou where y ou can obtain 
these He may even have some 
cut -offs he will give y ou 
To make one of these cy lin­ 
der* simply set a sonotulie on 
a hoard or other smooth stir 
face and fill it wjth cement 
When the cement liegins to 
stiffen press into its center, to 
a depth of about 6 inches, a 
2 1 1 hx it length of C inch pipe 
lx *t the cy linder set for several 
day s until it is dry and hard, 
remove the sonotube and paint 
the cy linder with an ouidix ir 
enamel in a bright color. The 
final step is to set the cy linder 
in the ground with the pipe 
fully engaged The pipe will 
keep it stable and make it 


difficult to move 
Another easily built play 
thing is a sort ut wix x ien tent 
(Fig B).

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A basic law of phy sics states 
that for every action there is 
an eq ual and opposite reac­

parent. 
E very new invention th at 
a p p e a rs for o ur ‘b e ne fit" is 
often follow ed by h arm ful ef­ 
fects especially if p ut to the 
w rong use. 
Just look around y ou. E x ­ 
plosives 
were originally 
in­ 
vented to enable engineers to 
blast tunnels and roads and to 
ex cavate large areas such as 
m ines q uickly and easily , but 
for over a century - they have 
been used to kill, m aim and 
destroy . 
Atom ic fission and fusion 
were originally developed to 
give us unlim ited energy , but, 
instead it gives m any nations 
unlim ited power to destroy .

great deal of pride in his work 
and if a wagon or cart broke 
down he accepted the blam e 
and m ade all necessary re­ 
pairs. 
H e was never bored by his 
work because each operation 
needed thought, planning and 
skill. Today , m achines do the 
essential work and m any w ork­ 
ers are literally bored stiff with 
their daily routine. 
Boredom is one of th e new 
diseases, even though 
the 
nam e h as not found it’s w ay 
into any m edical dictio nary 
and th ere a re no drug s a va il­ 
able to co unteract or to cure 
it p erm anently . 
Em ploy ers in just about eve­ 
ry business and industry are 
spending 
millions 
to 
find 
m eans to counteract it. 
M illions of women in this 
country are also bored. T heir 
hom es are full of labor saving 
devices; their late mornings 
and afternoons are freq uently 
s p e nt 
w a t c h i ng so p o rific , 
m indless TV, reading "trash " 
m agazines 
and 
paperbacks 
and nibbling on sw eet, high 
calorie fattening junk foods. 
C onseq uently their m inds and 
h e a l t h slow ly de te rio ra te . 
Som e women (as well as men) 


with too m uch tim e on their 
hands are driven to having 
affairs 
which 
destroy 
their 
marriages, with especially ad 
verse effects on their children. 
R eal w ork or co nstructive 
hobbies and activities: pro 
ducing an a rtic le bv both 
m anual lab o r and thought or 
in helping o th ers, has a defi 
nite th e ra p e utic effect. 
It is one of the most im por­ 
tant factors in a happy life; 
but standing or sitting on an 
assembly line ty pe job putting 
nuts, bolts or screws into one 
part of something or other and 
doing the same mindless m o­ 
tion over and over again makes 
a man or woman an auto 
maton.

"W hen we play a game like this it sticks in my th r o a t, 
said Cosmos captain Werner Roth " It ’s unbelievable that 
they're out here to see us." 
The Cosmos had just beaten the Rochester Lancers I 1 in 
a North American Soccer league playoff game before h 
crowd of 73,669 in a driving rain storm 
Outside the stadium, there was no champagne but plenty 


to celebrate 
“ I ’ve been in soccer games in England and Scotland, said 
one fan who drove more than 50 miles for the game, 
and 
I've nnever been as wet There’s a certain spirit in the people 
about staying out there in the wet and the misery It's what 
soccer is all about." 
Soccer, a game of uncertain origin, is riding its first real 
wave of success in the United States after winning over the 
rest of the world hundreds of years ago 
W hat was once perceived as a curiosity played by 
immigrants in city sandlots, is now the aim ing game in 
much of the suburban United States High sch«*>l and junior 
leagues have sprouted in the most unlikely places and it 
appear* they will keep growing 
On the professional level, attendance is building each 
year. W ith games played in bigtime stadiums before bigtime 
crowds, soccer is attracting a young, dedicated following It 
is also attracting bigtime sponsor* and advertisers, a sure 
sign of coming of age in America 


And the question asked most often is simply. W h y 9 
“There are so many reasons for it,' 
says NASL Gom 
mis*loner Phil Woosnam. "Basically, it's because it 's a sport 
that has appealed to the young people of the country Hnd 
I think they are influencing their parents and making them 


believers 
And in a country where baseball, football and basketball 
are the ruling triumvirate, winning new believers to an 
unfamiliar game is no small task 
“ I think the sjsirt has the ingredient# to appeal to everyone 
in society." says Woosnam at his league office in New York 
“ It ’s got a little hit of everything - it's got power it’s got 
skill, it's got subtlety, it’s got anything that you’re looking 


for in a sport " 
M uch of soccer's recent publicity in the United States has 
focused on the 11 -year old N A S L , a brainchild of Woosnam 
and others, who are first starting to see returns on their 
investments of energy and time 
N A S L attendance reached nearly 3.2 million thu* year 
an average of more than 13,500 a game and a hike «if 31 
percent over 1976. But while the league now ha* a healthy 
supply of glamor talent and a growing, knowledgeable body 
of fans, that was not always the case 
In 1967 there were two competing league*, the 1 nited 
State* Association, which imported foreign teams, and the 
National Profe**ional Soccer league, which re< rutted for 


etgn and domestic players 
Ih e leagues were populated by such teams as the 
Wolverhampton Wanderers and the Baltimore Fiay* 
Rest 
asaured. it was no average sport* fan who could rattle- off 
the starting lineups of such cluF* 
But in 1968. the two league* merged to form the N A SL, 
consisting of 17 teams 
Following that season, 12 of the 
teams folded but the league managed to stay afloat 
Gradually, the ieague expanded with solid fran< fuses 
developing along the way in such cities as Dallas arid St 
Louis By 1974. the N A S L grew to 15 teams with West < cast 
franchise* bolstering it* national image Average attendance 
that season was just under 7,900 per game 
But the following year the N A S L took its g r e a 'e - t 
tap 
forward when it plucked the prize jewel from Brazil's 


treasure chest, 
Fele, the undisputed King of Soccer, agreed to a three 
year contract with the then New Vork Lcamc# 
After 
deflating retirement for several years, Rele took it a* a 
challenge — along with $4 7 million — to conquer soccer s 


last frontier, the United State* 
At the exclusive 21 Club in New York, the arrival of Pele 
snarled traffic more than usual in midt'/wn Manhattan 
W ith 300 member* of the pres* and television on hand, and 
fan* chanting hi* name from the streets, Pele spoke of hi* 


dream 
“ Everybody ha* a mission, a goal, 
he said through an 
interpreter. “ T h i* i* the »mty country in which soccer is not 
a major sport, and I had a dream that one day the *ja«rt 


would come here with my help " 
A little more than two years later, the mob scene was 
much the same The Coamoa had just battered the Fort 
U uderdale Striker* 8-3, a playoff victory en route to this 
season's championship 
It was played before a crowd of 
77 «91 —the largest to ever watch a profesaional soccer game 
in North America 
and Pele was near tear* in the If* ker

By 1976, 429 of 718 schools had teams 
a jump of 13 
percent The University of North Cantina at ('h a |>el Hill, 
for example, has begun charging admission to soccer games 
tor the first time in the school’s 182-year history 
W hile the numbers are encouraging, more importantly 
there has been a shift of emphasis in the way in which the 
game is handled. 
In many of the youth leagues across the country the 
competitive aspect of soccer is downplayed The idea is to 
have a good time and not crack someone's head o|>en in front 
of the goal. 
It is this attitude that is behind many of the soccer 
programs in, for instance, Florida, southern California, 
northern Virginia and the Carolinas. 
"It's a social occasion,” says Craig Beckwith, vice presi 
dent of the Rainbow soccer program in Chapel Hill, N C 
“ If some macho guy tries to wipe somebody out we let him 
know this is a recreational thing ” 
The 5-year-old Rainbow program is operated on a co ed 
basis and its participants range in age from 6 to 50 years 
old. 
“ It brings people into soccer who would not otherwise 
come into a competitive situation, ’ Beckwith says “ Our 
hopes are to set an example of what soccer can be 
Cordon H ill, a former N A S E official and considered one 
of England's all-time great officials, agrees 
“ In Plymouth, Mich., where I live, I have been refereeing 
and coaching in our local youth soccer programs,” says H ill, 
"the kids are tieing given the chance of developing skills in 
a non threatening, truly recreative manner "

perience upon seeing the paintings 
of Beryl Goss, wrote, “ What pre­ 
vailed initially was the nuance of color: 
warm browns, greens and lavender purples 
spread swiftly and roughly, plane over plane 
of misty veils with never a hard edge marking 
boundaries. No ringing and jarring of color 
unmixed and pure, but always transformed 
subdued but not muddied — resolving 
itaelf in the brilliance of relationship. 
“ After the first quiet impact of color,” he 
went 
on, 
“ the 
images 
came 
teasingly 
through. A world unfolded both foreign and 
nostalgic. Ladies in great nineteenth century 
hats and long dresses and children not of this 
day were all so briefly notated, mere sugges­ 
tions in color and line.’’ 
Beryl Goss explains, although words are 
hardly sufficient: “ I try to paint shapes to get 
rid of the white canvas. I try to stay away 
from the literal. After a few days, part of the 
canvas starts to remind me of something — 
something unconscious, probably — and 
then I follow the shape very loosely so I don’t 
get too commercial, until it finally takes its 
own shape. The painting has a life of its 
own. 
“ I like to work color upon color,’’ she adds, 
“ and it gets muted. I hardly ever use pure 


color.” 
Beryl Goss comes from a European back­ 
ground and an American commercial-art 
career. She was born in Vienna in 1923 of an 
American father and an Austrian mother. 
When she was about four the family moved 
to Baris, where she was brought up. Then in

1939, at the outbreak of the Second World 
War, the family moved again, this time to 
New York where Ms. Goss attended that 
city’s French Lycee. Two years later they 
packed up again, this time for Richmond, 
Va., where her father found a job as a 
hospital administrator. 


Ms. G oss’ interet in things artistic led her 
into the commercail art world, and for 20 
years she did fashion drawings for depart­ 
ment stores and boutiques in the Washing­ 
ton, D.C, area. She also married and became 
the mother of two children. 
The attraction of the fine arts grew strong, 
however, and finally, 10 years ago, M s. Goss 
began to study with Jack Perlmutter, a 
Washington printmaker and painter. About 
him she says, “ He had that way of giving me 
the freedom to paint instead of being com­ 
mercial.” She found it difficult, she says, to 
break away from the linear demands of 
fashion drawing. 
Although she began with oils, M s. Goss 
now works in acrylics. But she likes oils, she 
says, and “ has the feeling” she would like to 
use them again. But she stays away from 
watercolors because she is afraid she will fall 
back into the commercial use of them which 
she did for so many years. 
As the interview progressed, she began to 
grow restless. “ Whenever we try to explain 
too much of the sources and how things work 
for you,” she said, “ everything turns out too 
literal and the mystery, or magic, goes dead 
on you.” 
Bovasso, describing the transient quality of 
one of Ms. Goss’ young women on canvas, 
wrote, “ It was the catch of a moment that 
dies as it comes into being, gone even as it 
appears, lingering indelibly only in mind. In 
another canvas, past a woman in the fore- 
gound, a tiny sparse stroke of white suggests 
a child appearing and disappearing among 
the trees, ghostlike yet ever so tangibly 
clear.” 
Beryl Goss — reaching back to grasp a 
faded time, more felt than seen, of colors, 
shapes, and mystery that form the back­ 
ground of a life.

Toast the Harvest 


echs, funf, vier, drei, zwei, eins 
. . . Prosit! 
With only six more days until 
Ulster County's annual Oktoberfest, scores 
of area German-Americans and Deutsch- 
ophiles are shining their lederhosen, h u m ­ 
ming 
their 
lieder 
and 
practicing 
their 
phrases of German salutations and merri­ 
ment. 
It's the sam e scenario a s that being enacted 
on a larger scale right now in Germany, 
particularly in the agricultural regions of 
Bavaria, where Oktoberfest has evolved over 
the past 167 years into a Teutonic ju m ble of 
mardi gras, country fair and New Year’s Five. 
It s the time of year when Germ an s take 
themselves and their families into the fields 
and beer halls to renew old friendships, 
celebrate the harvest and have a final two- 
week fling before winter forces a more somber 
existence. 
While harvest and brew festivals are proba­ 
bly as old as agriculture itself, the event 
known as Oktoberfest began in 1810, accord­ 
ing to German historians, to celebrate the 
marriage 
of 
B a v a r ia ’s 
hereditary 
Prince 
Ludwig to Princess Theresa of Saxony. 
From 
relatively small 
beginnings as a 
Bavarian country festival, Oktoberfest grew 
into one of the noisiest annual celebrations 
in all Europe — in fact, in all the world, as 
those of Germ an ethnic origin introduce their 
adopted countrymen to the festival of folk 
music, craft, dance and other family enter­ 
tainment. 
Exactly IOO years before the first official 
Oktoberfest was held, the Hudson Valley was 
settled by its first large German contingent. 
In 1710, a group of Palatines, families from 
the 
old 
German 
state 
known 
as 
the 
Palatinate along the Rhine, formed settle­ 
ments on both sides of the Hudson River at 
West C a m p , a town still known by that 


name, and at E a s t C am p , now the Columbia 
County com m unity of Germantown. 
In 1711, C apt. Jo han n Conrad Weiser led 
a com pan y of 59 men from West C a m p to 
help the British in their fight against the 
F’rench in C a n a d a. A short time later, Capt. 
Hartman Wundedecker fielded another c o m ­ 
pany of 52 men from the C a m p s to take part 
in the P'rench and Indian Wars. 
Som e of the German-American settlers 
later incurred the dissatisfaction of the gov­ 
ernor of New York and were dispersed from 
the ('am p s. Undaunted, they went west and 
south to found new settlements at Schoharie, 
Rhine fleck, Newburgh and on into Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Two of the groups sponsoring the Ulster 
County Oktoberfest are steeped in German- 
American heritage 
the Steuben Society of 


America and the Kingston Maennerchor - 
Oamenchor. Also sponsoring the two-dav 
festival 
are 
the 
Kingston 
Sport 
Club, 
founded 
18 
years 
ago 
by 
three 
local 
s|x>rtsmen of Germ an ethnic origin, and the 
Kingston Rotary Chih, whose international 
members help plan the real thing each year 
in Munich. 
The 
K i n g s t o n 
M a e n n e r c h o r ( M e n ’ s 
Chorus) and Damenchor (L a d ie s’ Chorus) 
came on the local scene in 
1868 as the 
Handout Social Maennerchor, a German- 
American society that met downtown in the 
old Washington Hall to keep alive the songs 
as well as the culture and customs of the old 
world. 
After W ashington Hall was destroyed by 
lire, the Maennerchor for many years met in 
the old McMillan Building on the S tra n d 
before moving uptown to Greenkill Avenue, 
where Maennerchor Hall is located today. 
I he 
Steuben 
Society 
of 
America 
was 
founded 
six 
decades 
ago 
by 
American 
citizens of Germanic descent to honor Gen. 
F r e d e r i c k 
W i l l i a m 
v o n 
S t e u b e n , 
a 
drillmaster and organizer of the American 
Revolutionary 
Army 
under 
Gen. 
George 
Washington. M ad e an American citizen after 
the war, Gen. Steuben d e v e i n e d plans for 
the U.S. Military Academy at West Point 
and wrote the U.S. Army Training M an ual. 
I he society’s Ulster County unit is n a m e d 
in memory of the area's earliest German- 
American military figure, C a p t. Weiser of 
the* West C a m p settlement. 
The Kingston Sport Club was organized in 
1959 by Kurt Schoch, Fritz Weber and Carl 
Bohlman to promote sports in general and 
soccer in particular. The club’s soccer team , 
the Kingston Kickers, plays its home gam e s 
at St. M ary ’s Field. The local clubhouse is 
the Court Restaurant on Wall Street. 


The Kingston Rotary Club, serving the 
comm unity for more than GO years, is one of 
t housands of m em ber clubs around t he world 
in Rotary International. Munich, the capital 
of Bavaria and the center of Oktoberfest, has 
a strong Rotary Club whose members help 
plan and participate in the gigantic festival. 
The Ulster County Oktoberfest, now in its 
sixth year, will be held S aturd ay and S u n d a y 
at the W Y. S ta te Armory on North M anor 
Avenue in Kingston, running from 2 p.m . to 
midnight 
S atu rd a y and noon to 8 p.m . 
Sunday. 
Among 
the 
craftsmen

wares in booths this year will he Franz 
Zoellner, one of the world’s leading glass 
blowers, who will la* demonstrating his art in 
an exhibition that was a highlight of last 
year's festival.

But now

i simile for the first time since 1888. 
For the people of this county, the reproduc­ 
tion of the magnificent work of reference 
(almost 9<X) pages with hundreds of beautiful 
old engravings of families and places in 
Ulster’s past) is a monumental event.

There is no possibility that its publisher 
can ever offer this extraordinary publication 
again, or that any other publisher will at­ 
tempt its reproduction for another hundred 
years. A costly undertaking, limited to only 
250 copies, it will never reimburse its pub­ 
lisher for the time, effort and money in­ 
volved. 
In an era when book men compete tooth 
and nail for profitable best-sellers, what 
publishing house could be crazy enough to 


turn its back on today’s mass-market trend? 
What publisher in his right mind would 
knowingly lose money on a book simply

Alfred and Peter Mayer, the father-and-son 
team behind Woodstock’s Overlook Press, 
would.

Woodstock” and long-time Woodstock town 
historian. 
Risking financial loss is only one of the 
unique features about Overlook Press, which 
also has to be the last outpost of wilderness 


publishing. It sits high on a mountaintop at 
the end of a steep, twisting dead-end road.

storage shed and a former horse stable, both 
renovated with a modern flair that preserves 
their ancient charm. 
“Whatever you can do, or dream, you can 
become,” reads a hand-painted quote on the 
office’s rustic exterior. “Boldness has genius, 
power, and magic in it,” a second quote 
advises. 
They attest to what the Mayers believe 
Overlook represents. In the six years since 
the press was started, it has produced some 
50 books, all of which have had appeal for 
only a highly selective readership. But Peter 
Mayer, its dedicated and dynamic publisher, 
with a 15-year career in the industry at 40, 
was determined to “find a small area of 
interest and make it my own." 
That explains his eagerness to do what 
other publishers would find incredible. It 
also explains why he and his 74-year-old 
father, who serves as Overlook’s president, 
willingly published “The Story of a Small 
Town Library,” with all proceeds from its 
sale going to the Woodstock Library. 
It explains, too, why they would insist on 
offering an art book like “Great Flower 
Painters, Four Centuries of Floral Art,” in 
the knowledge that it would be bought by 
only a limited number of collectors. Or why 
they would publish “Al-Ghazali,” the work 
of an Islamic thinker, a volume any movie 
mogul would certainly bypass in favor of 
“Jonathan Livingston Seagull.” 
But it was “Seagull" and other eventual 
best-sellers that Peter Mayer bought as an 


executive at the paperback house, Avon, that 
led him to found the rarity that is Overlook. 
“People hire you to do their thing, not your 
thing,” he said. He did Avon’s thing before 
moving over to Simon & Schuster, where he’s 
now doing their thing as president-publisher 
of Pocket Books. But, when he’s not jetting 
the world in their behalf, he does his own 
thing on his Woodstock mountaintop. 
That 
means publishing books without 
thinking about the money involved, and 
taking great pleasure in giving local writers 
an opportunity to see their work in print. 
There’s a lot of concentration on local 
authors and, in some instances, it has paid 
off handsomely. 
“There’s not a day we don’t get a request 
for ‘Milton Glaser: Graphic Design,’ ” Alfred 
Mayer said, indicating the handsome $35 
volume spanning the art of Glaser, Peter 
Mayer’s close friend and neighbor. 
“The same is true of ‘Modern & Classic 
Woodburning Stoves,’ ” the elder Mayer 
noted, producing the popular $10 book by 
Woodstockers Bob and Carol Ross. “Il­ 
lu stra ted H ousebuilding” by G raham 
“Monk" Blackburn, another art colory resi­ 
dent, is also a runaway best-seller for which 
orders are processed daily. 
Moving briskly, as well, is “Housebuilding 
For Children," by local architect Lea Walker, 
who has just redesigned Woodstock’s former 
Catholic church into solar-heated town of­ 
fices. “ Designing Houses, An Illustrated 
Guide,” which Walker co-authored with Jeff 
Milstein, coordinator of Woodstock's new 


Creative Education Center, is also selling 
w ell, 
a n d “ C a s a b la n c a ,” by local 
screenwriter Howard Koch, is popular with 
nostalgia buffs. 
But the Mayers are realistically aware that 
many of their books will be ordered only by 
universities, libraries and avid collectors. 
Who else would purchase “The Lyrics of 
Noel Coward" or “Icons and Their History," 
or “The Grimani Breviary,” a richly bound, 
gilt-edged, linen slipcased, $100 book of 
medieval illuminations0 
Even so, Alfred Mayer, a long-time and 
highly successful glove manufacturer who 
began his publishing career late in life, lends 
strong support to his son’s beliefs. 
“Many of our books are beautiful," he said, 
“ but have a very, very limited sale. Peter 
publishes them because he knows they can­ 
not be used for Pocket Books. But we feel we 
have to publish art and poetry, film and 
philosophy, first novels and history that 
other publishers say they’re not interested 
in. We have to do these things, even when 
we feel it doesn’t pay. We publish those very' 
specialized things that others will not pub­ 
lish." 
Nathaniel Bartlett Sylvester’s “ History of 
Ulster County, New York" is such a book. 
The Overlook limited edition has just gone 
on sale at $75 per copy until Dec. 31, after 
which it will cost $100. Freeman readers who 
love this area as much as the Mayers 
obviously do can order it from Overlook 
Press, Box 58, Woodstock, N.Y. 12498.

Old cars were 
borrowed from Ulster County residents for 
that movie. 
So 1 wouldn’t pull this on Stevens, who is 
a former Greenwich Villager like myself. I

little town of High Falls where all the people 
know the answer. I am sure that Dutch at 
the Pantry could tell you the movie is 
brought up in conversations almost daily. I 
have asked Frank Stevens what a female 
seal is called. I have asked him who it was 
who bought New York City from the Indians 
for 24 bucks. 
It’s fun to talk with Frank. Richard 
Murphy and his wife Linda should be at the 
bar. Linda is usually happy and she re­ 
minds me of a person who is constantly 
tending pansies and geraniums. She does.

His latest film, “Three 


Women,” is one of the latter. Cohesive linear 
narrative has never been one of Altm an’s 
strong points and it shows here. 
In this muddled fantasy the lives of two 
physical therapists in the Southwest (Shelly 
Duvall and Sissy Spacek) intertwine emo­ 
tionally. To explain it further than this 
would 
be impossible to do in a com­ 
prehensible manner and a complete waste of 
effort anyway. We need only remember 
Ingmar Bergman’s “ Persona” to get the idea 
of what Altman is aiming at here — the 
blending and exchanging of identities be­ 
tween two women. 
This is, however, poor m an’s Bergman. 
Whereas the characters played by Liv 
Ullman and Bibi Anderson were intelligent, 
r i c hl y t e x t u r e d , wo r t h wh i l e wome n, 
Altman’s women (the third of the title, 
played by Janice Rule, 
is essentially a 
peripheral character until the end) are shal­ 


low, mane simpletons, people we cannot care 
less about and among whom there seems to 
be less than half a brain. 
Altman again mistakes fancy camera work 
and murky plot detail for art, this time more 
so than usual, and the resultant film is the 
worst he has made since his last one. “ Buf­ 
falo Bill and the Indians.” Duvall and 
Spacek do the best they can with their roles, 
such as they are. Both have been seen to 
bet t er a d v a n ta g e elsew here, especially 
Spacek in "Badlands” and "Carrie.” With 
two rotten films in a row one would hope the 
next two Altman films would be good ones, 
judging by his previous on-again-off-again 
record. 


After “Three W omen” and “ Buffalo Bill," 
though, it begins to look as if Altman, at 
least temporarily, may have run out of 
meaningful things to say on screen.

Requiem, The Decline and Demise of 
Mayor 
Daley 
and 
his 
Era, 
by 
Len 
O’Connor. 
(Contemporary Books, $8.95) 
From a national perspective, the late 
Mayor Richard J. Daley of Chicago was an 
awesome political force whose power ex­ 
tended far beyond his city into the highest 
levels of government. 
A sharply contrasting picture is given by 
Len O’Connor, a long-time Daley watcher, in 
a slim 200-page volume chronicling the de­ 
cline and fall of the Chicago boss. 
O’Connor paints Daley as a petty tyrant 
fast losing power not only on the national 
level, but within the Chicago wards that so 
faithfully produced the votes he had needed 
over the years. 
“The old man is losing his marbles.’ 
O ’Connor quotes a Daley political crony. 
O’Connor, who as a television reporter has 
watched Daley for years, draws on lengthy 
and amazingly frank interviews with Daley’s 
best friend and confidant. Dr. Eric Oldberg, 
and the Daley machine's badly beaten 1976 
gubernatorial candidate, Michael Howlett. 
“ It’s the kiss of death to have a Daley 
connection,” Howlett said. “You can’t fight 


with him or you’re liable to lose Chicago. If 
you don’t get his arm off your back, you’re 
a cinch to lose outside of Chicago.’’ 
The contrast between Daley as viewed from 
a 
national 
perspective 
and 
O’Connor’s 
closeup view is illustrated in the role the 
mayor played in Jim m y Carter s primary 
campaign. 
Jules Whitcover, author of “ Marathon" 
this year’s answer to the “ Making of the 
President’’ series — says Daley played king­ 
maker in the Carter campaign. On June 8, 
when Carter lost the New Jersey and Califor­ 
nia 
primaries, 
Whitcover contends that 
Daley saved Carter by saying that his victory 
in Ohio sealed up the nomination. 
O’Connor thinks otherwise. “ Daley had 
held off too long on Carter,” O ’Connor said, 
and by the time the endorsement finally 
came, “ it should have been clear to Daley 
that Carter did not now need him, so much 
as he needed Carter.’ 
While it is not a book for a mass audience, 
political bufls. Daley followers and Chicago 
addicts 
will 
find 
“ Requiem 
fun 
and 
fascinating.
